TAXATION, 
JUDGE KELLEY’S BILL TO ABOLISH THE TAX 
ON TOBACCO, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

WasnrneTon, D. C., Nov. %.—In view of the 
public interest that attaches to the question of 
taxation at the coming session of Congress, the 
bi of Judge Keiley to abolish taxes on tobacco, 
snuff, ciears, and cigarets is of special impor- 
tance. This bili was introduced in the House on 
June 19 last, and referred to the Committee on 
Ways and Means. On July 6 Judge Kelley was 
authorised to report the bill to the House, that 
it might be placed on the calendar for 
consideration at the December sessién, the com- 
mittee directing, however, that before reporting 
the bill Judge Keliey should submit the report 
which must accompany it under the rules of the 
House to the committee. Judge Kelley failed to 
prepare the necessary report in consequence of 
being required to leave Washington to fill an 
engagement at Denver, Colo., and the bill there- 
fore was not reported to the House. 

THE AUTHORITY TO REPORT THE BILL 
coutinues with the qualifications ailuded to, 
and it ie likely that Judge Kelley win be pre- 
pared with a report when the session of Con- 
gress begins. The laws which the bill proposes

ACCEPTANCE OF CHECKS. 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ASKED FOR AN 
OPINION ON THE QUESTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. A.— The great ex- 
tent to which the certification of “ acceptance” 
of checks was carried during the stock flurry in 
New York recently has attracted attention here 
and revived interest in the recent call of the 
Controller of the Currency uod the Attorney- 
General for an opinion upon the subject. The 
Bank Charter act of last session made it a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by fine of not more than 
$5,000 or imprisonment of not mere than five 
years, or both, for any officer, clerk, or agent of 
a Nauonal bank to certify a check which did not 
represent an equal amount of money on deposit, 
To do this was already unlawful, but it bad not 
been made criminal. 

The banks have since adopted the practice of 
“accepting” the checks instead of certifying 
them. They rely on the fact that such accept- 
ances are

THE WASHINGION REMOVALS. 


The removal by order of the President of 


certain Washington officials who have ex- 
hibited in various ways active sympathy 
with Dorsey, Brady, and the star-rqute gang 
will be received with universal approval out- 
side theit own set. It there were no better 
reason for this step than evidence of hostili- 
ty to the prosecution of the star-route cases, 
that sentiment aloné would be ample cause 
for the removal of officials who entertain it. 
Any man whe disapproves of Government 
effort to run down and punish those who 
plonder the Public Treasury is not a fit per- 
son to bein the Government employ. But 
the removals which have been made, and 
others which are in contemplation, are based 
upon apparently well-grounded suspicion 
that the officials in question were not con- 
tent with a private opinion hostile to the 
Government cases, but took occasion to make 
their views public, when they did not actual- 
ly interfere to embarrass the prosecution, 
and to the extent of their personal and offi- 
cial influence prejudiced the Goverument 
case and aided the accused. Summary re- 
moval was the only adequate rebuke to such 
officjal misconduct, and it 1s a notice to all 
others in the Government employ that they 
cannot live upon public bounty and at the 
same time seek to undermine and defeat 
publie justice. 

These removals, moreover, havea much 
more important bearing than the individual 
interest or influence of the decapitated offi- 


cials conveys. They are calculated to reas 


sure the country as to the sentiment and pur- 
pose of the Administration. Various hin- 
drances in the prosecution of the star-route 
eases have been attributed to the indiffer- 
ence of President Arthur, who Was repre- 
sented as a warm friend of Dorsey’s and 
hence disinclined to believe in the latter’s 
guilt. When Spencer ran away from Wash- 
ington to avoid giving his evidence, which it 
is understood would have been very damag- 
ing to the accused, the story was circulated 
that he had taken this course because he be- 
lieved it would please the President, who 
had appointed him a Government Director 
of the Pacific Railroad. Every delay, every 
mistake, and every hitch in the prosecution 
was: charged up to Administration sympa- 
thy with the men on trial. The President’s 
personal interference in removing Govern- 
ment officers and employés identified or 
sympathizing with the defense is a complete 
refutation of such a theory; and the direct 
evidence thas furnished that, the Adminis- 
tration desires the most thorough prosecu- 
tion ef the cases, unembarrassed by anv in- 
fluence favorable to the accused, will be of 
great assistance to the Government counsel 
in the new trials. 

The removal of Spencer was so plainly de- 
manded by every consideration of Govern- 
ment dignity and public decency that the de- 
lay can only be satisfactorily accounted for 
by a hope that the official place he holds 
would aid the prosecution in finding him and 
serving him with a process requiring his ap- 
pearance at the next trial of the star-route 
thieves. Spencer, in running away to avoid 
testifying for the Government, has been 
guilty of conduct which would bring any 
private person into disrepute. As a public 
man he was all the more amenable to the 
demands of justice in a case where Govern- 
ment interests were involved. He had been 
United States Senator, and held a prominent 
Government position at the time the trial was 
called. His disappearance when needed as a 
witness by the Government was an outrage 
which astounded a people that has become 
more or less accustomed to official imperti- 
nence. If Spencer really labored under the 
delusion that his flight would please the 
President his removal will bring him to his 
senses, and may induce him to come forward 
with his evidence. If he shall stil! elude the 
responsibility of testifying the fitness of his 
removai will be fully confirmed, 

Marshal Henry will appeal in vain to the 
country on the score of his former personal 
relations with President Garfield. Garfiela, 
if alive, would be the last man to excuse any 
effort to impede justice in the star-route 
frauds, and any such conduct would have 
led to a forfeitureof his friendship. ‘There is 
no question of faction or of Garfield and anti- 
Garfield influences in this matter. Nor is it 
necessary to await any demonstration of Mr. 
Henry’s alleged irregularity in the impanel- 
ing of jurors. The fact seems to be fully 
established that while an officer of the court 
he has publicly and ostentatiously declared 
that the Government had no case,” and in- 
dulged in gratuitous abuse of the Govern- 
ment counsel, 

The removal of Ainger, Postmaster at 
Washington, and his assistant, Parker, is 
based upon a double provocation. In the 
first place Ainger is alleged to have certified 
most of the straw bonds used in the star- 
route frauds; of course he tnaintains that he 
did so pro forma,“ but the result justifies 
adoubt about that. In the next place, he 
took the pains to write to a Michigan news- 
paper which he owns denouncing those who 
instituted the star- route prosecution, and pre- 
dicting failure. His assistant follows him 
into retirement as naturally sharing his 
superior’s sympathies. The dismissal. of 
Helm, foreman of the Congressional Record 
in the Government printing-office, was emi- 
nently fit, since he was at the same time the 
business manager and controlling power in 
the office of a Washington newspaper dwned 
by Brady and run in the interest of the star- 
route gang.

ative, and would be subject to perpetual ap- 
peais from that quarter to interpose in behalf 
of the opposing factions of the Stock Board. 

Secretary Folger has verified these predic- 
tions. Some six weeks or more ago a fierce 
contest took place between two gangs of the 
Stock Board. One was trying to corner all 
the loanable funds within reach for the pur- 
pose of punishing the other. Secretary Fol- 
ger was summoned to New York, and he 
was induced to issue a proclamation declar- 
ing thatin consequence of the serious strin- 
gency of the money market the Treasury 
would advance $10,000,000 for the redemp- 
tien of bonds, without abatement of interest. 
This broke the corner, and permitted the one 
faction of gamblers to escape the straits to 
which they had been reduced by the other. 
There was no stringency in the money mar- 
ket beyond the special difficulty which one 
wing of these brokers had in borrowing 
money, which was in abundant supply to all 
branches of trade. 

On Saturday there was another tightness 
in obtaining loans for the operations of the. 
Stock Exchange. The available money was 
locked up for the purpose of preventing the 
other side of the market borrowing it. The 
Secretary was appealed to, and, unable to 
resist Wall street, he declared that in con- 
sequence of the “stringency in the money 
market“ the Treasury would now advance 
the money to redeem $10,000,000 of called 
bonds on Feb. 10, without abatement of in- 
terest. In other words, the Secretary offered 
the holders of these bonds three months’ in- 
terest as a premium for taking their money 
now. The redemption of the bonds in ad- 
vance of the date fixed for their redemption 
might be legitimate enough, Dut to make 
this offer on the ground that there was a 
stringency in the money market is hatdly 
consistent with the additional offer of three 
months’ terest for taking the money 
to relieva themselves of the stringen- 
cy. In times of stringency men are

LOGAN’S REVIEW OF GRANT'S WHITE- 
WASH OF PORTER. 

No one can rise from a careful perusal of 
Gen. Logan’s reply to Gen. Grant’s recent 
magazine article in justification of the treach- 
erous and dastardly conduct of Fitz John 
Porter without feeling that the IIlinois Sen- 
ator has made mincemeat of it. Gen. Logan 
shows that all of Grant’s assumptions are 
based on error and are contradicted by the 
record. Gen. Porter did not obey a single 
order issued to him by his superior officer, 
Gen. Pope, and did not try to obey them, but 
deliberately and with malice aforethought 
refused to follow his orders and instruc- 
tions. Gen. Porter—McClellan’s favorit— 
had at the second battle of Bull Run fully 
13,000 bayonets, by his own official report, 
under his immediate command, besides a 
strong force of artillery. His troops were 
all seasoned men who had fought in many 
battles; fully 5,000 were regulars, and sev- 
eral of the batteries of artillery were also 
regulars. Gen. Grant attempts to whittle 


this force down to 10,000 men, and skips: 


the artillery. He says that opposed to Porter 
was Longstreet with 25,000 Rebels, and that 
if Porter had obeyed orders and attacked 
this force he would have been defeated and 
perhaps destroyed, and therefore he was 
justified in disobeying his orders from Gen. 
Pope to fight! But Gen. Logan shows from 
Longstreet’s own report of the battle that he 
marched seven of his brigades and numerous 


artillery to the aid of Stonewall“ Jackson, 


whom Pope was pressing hard. The force 
thus detached by Longstreet to help Stone- 
wall Jackson exceeded 14,000 men, and only 
left about 11.000 in the vicinity of Porter’s 
13,000 yeterans, and these Rebels lay not in 
front of Porter but with their rear and flank 
exposed to him. If he had obeyed his or- 
ders and made a vigorous attack on this por- 
tion of Longstreet’s column E. would have 
taken it in flank, doubled it up. and crushed it. 
Such an attack would have changed the 
whole face of affairs and turned a defeat into 
a decisive victory. The battle raged all aft- 
ernoon within an hour’s march of Porter’s 
corps, which lay stretched out on a road for 
three miles listening to the roar of the Rebel 
and Union guns on their right, without moy- 
ing torward a step or firing a shot. Pope 
held his ground most desperately from noon 
until 9 at night against the combined assaults 
ot Stonewall Jackson’s corps and more than 
half of Longstreet’s, ex pecting all afternoon 
to hear Porter’s guns on his left pitching into 
Longstreet’s flank and doublingitap. But 
Pope listened in vain for the loud bark of 
Porter’s guns; they were dumb dogs. Porter 
was sheltering himself from the heat in the 
shade of the forest. At 5 o'clock, when 
Stonewall Jackson and Longstreet’s united 
forces were putting forth their most desper- 
ate efforts to break Pope’s lines, Gen. Mo- 
Dowell, who had got intoaction by marching 
round Porter’s inert corps, received this ex- 
traordinary epistie:

and that Gen. Garlield, who sat on the court-. 


martial, thought the same? And yet it is this 
bad, guilty man that Grant labors to white- 
wash and to reward by restoration to rank 
and $70,000 back pay for his treacherous con- 
duct. Suppose Porter had served Grant on 
the battlefield as he served Pope! Who sup- 
poses that Grant would be invoking Congress 
and the President to restore him to the army 
and to back pay? Grant’s officers would have 
served him in that way on their peril. If not 
shot by him on the spot, they would be “ fired 
out“ of the army on the instant. If Logan 
or Sheridan had commanded Porter’s power- 
ful corps of veterans on that 27th of August, 
instead of defeat a glorious victory would 


have been achievéd. Shall the guilty man 


who purposely caused the loss of the battle 
be rewarded for his misdeed ?

FRENCH POLITICS. : 

The hopelesness of political order in 

France arises as much from the grouping 
of its politicians into factions as from any 
other source. German political parties are 
also split up into numerous small cliques, 
but their issues are mainly social in char- 
acter, so that political order is hardly more 
disturbed than under our own form of gov- 
ernment; but in France the various groups 
are politically divided and are aggressive, if 


not destructive, in their tendencies, their 


principal motive being to resist every organ- 
ized force, and to disagree witn each other 
even in details. The natural result is chaos 
and the continual upsettmæ of Ministries. 

A recent letter from the Paris correspond- 
ent of the New York Times gives an inter- 
esting sketch of the groups, ten in number, 
in the French Chamber. It contains 530 
members. Of these the Royalist Right num- 
bers forty-five; the Imperialist Right, forty- 
five; the Conservatives, who span the space 
between Orleanism and Legitimism, fifteen; 
the Left Centre, composed of members who 
hesitate between republicanism and mild 
constitutional government, fifteen; the 
Grévy-Freycinetists, ten; the Independent 
Republicans, who follow no leader, fifty; an- 
other unnamed Republican facuon, headed 
by M. Denes, forty; the Republican Union, 
led . by M. Gambetta, 210; the Union 
Democratique, forty; and the Gauche In- 
transigeante, or uncompromisers, with such 
men as M. Clemenceau and Louis Blanc at 
their head, sixty. These ten factions are rep- 
resented by no less than sixty-three newspa- 
pers, whose columns are filled daily with the 
impulsive and almost frantic style of writing 
peculiar to French journalism, from such 
papers as the Pays, the Gaulots, and Mon- 
iteur down to the Lanterne, the Rappel, 
and the Mot d’Ordre, whose motto is neither 
God nor master.“ 

The people are as numerously divided as 
the politicians, Even the Communists split 
up into groups. There are the Collectivists, 
whose hands afe against modern society and 
who want all the industries ran by certain 
centres, to which people shali attach them- 
selves, and this group divides upon the ques- 
tion whether this monopoly pian of directing 
industries shall be centralized or decentral- 
ized. Another group is the Anarchists, who 
would establish by bombshells and dyna- 
mite what they call “a free confederation 
of free producers, whatever that may mean. 
They are déstructives in the most realistic 
meaning of the term, and their desperate at- 
tempts to throw everything into chaos have 
recently been witnessed in Lyons, Mar- 
seilles, and other cities. Still another group, 
who may be considered the Communists 
proper, follow the teachings of M. Blanqui, 
and they are the representatives of the Com- 
mune which met with such a bloody punish- 
ment in 1871 at the hands of the French land 
and property owners. 

We nave here all the elements of disorder 
in constant turmoil, continually. ratsma up 
and knocking down Ministries, and compel- 
ling Cabinets to thread their way through a 
maze of varying opinions as tortuous as the 
old labyrinth. And yet the Republic stands 
firm, and was probably never firmer than it is 
today. It may be with politiciansin France as 
it is with the Frenchindividual. Frenchmen 
never come to blows. They kick furiously, 
and pull their own hair out, and beyond this 
do no harm to each other. So with their 
politics. They snarl, and wrangle, and blue 
ter, but no one has any intention of striking 
Republic is well 
grounded, and year year Imperialism 
grows weaker and Communism less danger- 
ous, and this toe in the face of the astonish- 
ing fact that no Ministry can count upon a 
majority inthe Chamber. But the Republic 
can always count upon a large majority 
of the French people, and continually 
presents the paradox of growing stronger 
and stronger and progressing steadily 
forward while apparently every group in 
the Chamber is trying to block its 
wheels. Today M. Duclerc is Premier; yes- 
terday it was M. Gambetta; tomorrow it may 
M. Clemenceau, the Radical, whois looked 
upon by some as the coming man of France; 
but whoever is at the belm the Republic 
keeps straight on its course,

THE BULLS AND THE BEARS. 

The ups and downs of the stock market 
have become chronic, o one outside of the 
ring embracing a few leading capitalists can 
foretell their coming or how son the finan- 
cial skies will be cleared and business flow 
on in its accustomed channels, But whether 
the fluctuations are up or down, they are 
quite sure to add millions to the vast estates 
of a few greedy operators. Sometimes, it is 
true, this wide range im prices comes from 
natural causes in the course of trade; but 
lately it has doubtless been brought about 
by the direct and combined ageney of a few 
leading magnates in Wall street. Let us see 
how easily this can be done. 

Suppose that for severai months business 
has been generally good; prices for staples 
have been remunerative;. manufacturers 
have been busy and the wages of labor sat- 
isfactory ; merchants have had a large trade; 
and from all sources the railways have had 
heavy receipts and stockholders were pros- 
perous and happy—dividends of 4 to 10 per 
cent have made their hearts glad. But this 


is precisely the condition of things that does 


not satisfy the Wall street sharks, especially 


those of the $73,000,000 variety. During this 


season of prosperity stocks have been ciimb- 
ing upward largely, and when the topmost 
figures are reached the magnates sell out 
to the dear people all their surplus holdings, 
careful only to retain the control of their 


legitimate profits on their holdings in 

many years. It is in this way that the vast 
fortunes of the leading operators in Wall 
street have been accumulated. ‘Their con: 
trol of the railways and other interests of 
the country has become in a few years so 
absolute that the question, What can the Na- 
tion do about it? has become pressing and 
imperative. How it is to be reached and 
satisfactorily adjusted, it is not within the’ 


scope of this article to discuss. 


Take another example: For the last few 
days there has been great excitement in the 
oil market. Up, up it went till fabulous 
prices were reached. For the last two or 
three days the market has fallen far more 
rapidly than it rose, and scores of well-to-do 
but excitable and very foolish people will 
come beggars. Who were forcing up the 
market is not stated, but the report was cur- 
rent a day or two ago that the Standard Oil 
Company would make $12,000,000 out of the 
gullibie public. Probably this sum will be 
below rather than above the mark. 

The San Francisco operators have prac- 
ticed this system so long and so successfully 
that their tricks are understood, and it is 
more difficult for them now successfully to 
manipulate the market and scoop in as they 
did a few years ago the coin of nearly the 
entire community: Suppose some leading 
mine on the Comstock was paying hand- 
somely and the stock had advanced to 300 or 
400 per cent of the usual figures. The large 
holders would secretly sell out their surpius 
stock at these high prices, when all at once 
the mine would be worked out.“ No divi- 
dends would be made for three or four 
years. Meantime the stock would sink to 
almost nothing, all the receipts of 
the mine would be expended in run- 
ning new galleries, sinking deeper 
shafts, and generally to putting the 
mine in first-rate condition to get out large 
amouuts of ore and pay immense dividends. 
Of course the stock would then appreciate 
vastly, and when the manipulators had again 
sold out their stock at the highest figures the 
drop would be sprung and the laboring-men, 
the servant-girls, and all the people with a 
little spare cash would be cleaned out, and 
the capitalists wouid add millions to their 
coffers. Then of course the mine would 
settle back to its original inaction. 

Now it may be supposed these great capi- 
talists run fearful risks of bankruptcy. Not 
a bit of lit. They know exactly how to put 
up prices to the top figure; when that is 
reached to sell out, and when the worst 
effects of the panic are reached to buy in 
their former holdings at very low figures. 
The leading capitalists of the country have 
become so rich that they are practically 
above the fear of disaster. To what vast 
proportions the fortunes of these men are to 
grow no one dares to estimate. Their effect 
upon the prosperity of the country and the. 
stability of our free institutons is a problem 
to the solution of which the best efferts of our 
wisest statesmen should be directed.
